2. IN OUR SEVERAL MEETINGS AT SCAE ON THE QUESTION OF 
THE PROGRAM FOR THE JC MEETING AND THE POST -MEETING 
LTINERARY WE HAD MADE QUITE CLEAR THE WISHES OF THE US 
SIDE WITH RESPECT TO MAXIMUM SUBSTANTIVE UTILIZATION OF 
TIME AVAILABLE, LOGISTICAL OPTIMIZATION OF TRAVEL, RE- 
STRUCTION OF MOSCOW PORTION TO EXTENT POSSIBLE, ETC. 

THE ABOVE PROGRAM MEETS THESE OBJECTIVES TO CERTAIN EX- 
TENT, BUT WE NEVERTHELESS BELIEVE THAT IT IS NOT ENTIRELY 
ADEQUATE. SCAE INVEGSTIGATED POSSIBILITY OF USING PROVATE 
PLANE FOR INTERNAL TRAVEL, BUT IT WAS TURNED DOWN BY 
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HIGHER AUTHORITIES. BECAUSE OF LARGE DISTANCES COVERED, 

SOME TIME IS ACTUALLY SAVED BY FLYING COMMERCIALLY IN 
LARGE COMMERCIAL JET AIRCRAFT RATHER THAN IN SMALLER 
CRAFT ANYWAY, AND WE DO NOT BELIEVE THIS TO BE 
IMPORTANT CONSIDERATION. MAIN PROBLEM STEMS FROM SCAE 
NEED TO REVISE PROGRAM AT LAST MINUTE TO EXCLUDE 
NOVOVORENEZH. WHICH WAS ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED BETWEEN 
VISITS TO KIEV AND YEREVAN. IT TURNED OUT THAT 
NOVOVORENEZH COULD BE VISITED (FOR REASON SCAE DECLINED 
TO REVEAL) ONOY AT BEGINNING OF POST-CONFERENCE TOUR OR 
AT END, BUT NOT IN MIDDLE. ORIGINAL PROGRAM, WHICH HAD 
USDEL LEAVING MOSCOW SATURDAY, OCTOBER 12 FOR KHAR KOV 
WAS THEREFORE SHIFTED BACK BY TWO DAYS. RESULTING IN 
FREE WEEKEND TO BE SPENT SIFHTSEEINF IN MOSCOW. WE 
TOLD SCAE THAT THIS SEEMD TO WASTE HIGH-LEVEL TALENT 
AND FELT THAT COMMISSIONER ANDERS WOULD PREFER SOME 
SUBSTANTIVE PROGRAMMING OUTSIDE MOSCOW. BUT WOULD CONSULT 
WITH AEC. 

3. IN ORDER TO FORM UP ITINERARY, SCAE WOULD APPRECIATE 
AEC VIEWS ON ABOVE PORGRAM ASAP. AS WEE SEE IT. MAIN 
PROBLEM AREAS ARE WEEK-END VACUUM IN MOSCOW, HOW TO RE- 
INSERT NO VO VORONEZH (IF AEC BELIEVES IMPORTANT). AND FACT 
THAT ABOVE PROGRAM EXTENDS BEYOND USDEL'S 

OCTOBER 20 DEPARTURE DATE. 
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4. NOVOVORONEZH: VISIT CAN BE MADE ONLY BY DEPARTING 
FROM MOSCOW AND RETURNING TO MOSCOW, I.E., MOSCOW- 
NOVOVOR ONF.ZH/MOSCOW. AND MUST BE ACCOMPLISHED BY OVER- 
NIGHT TRAIN. ALTHOUGH DIRECT ENQUIRY WAS MADE, SCAE 
DECLINED TO SAY WHY AIR TRAVEL COULD NOT BE ARRANGED. 
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(FYI: REASON IS THAT VORONEZH IS SERVED ONLY BY FLIGHTS 
IN AND OUT OF MOSCOW'S BYKOVO AIRPORT, WHICH IS CLOSED 
TO FOREIGNERS.) DAILY TRAIN SERVICE IN AND OUT OF 
VORONEZH IS AS FOLLOWS: 

LV. MOSCOW 2140 - AR. VORONEZH 0800 

LV. VORONEZH 2300 - AR. MOSCOW 0906 

ONE VARIANT WOULD THEREFORE BE TO DEPART MOSCOW FRIDAY 
NIGHT, OCTOBER 11, SPEND SATURDAY IN NOVOVORONEZH, AND 
RETURN TO MOSCOW SUNDAY MORNING, OCTOBER 13 FOR CON- 
TINUATION OF PROGRAM AS ABOVE. (FYI: IF LENINGRAD CON- 
SIDERED MORE IMPORTANT, OVERNIGHT TRAIN TO AND FROM 
LENINGRAD COULD BE SUBSTITUTED ON ROUGHLY SAME TIME 
SCHEDULE.) 

5. IF USDEL ABLE TO STAY UNTIL OCTOBER 22, PROGRAM PER 
PARAGRAPH ONE ABOVE, SCAE WOULD LIKE TO KNOW WHETHER 
AEC PREFERS FREE DAY OCTOBER 19 IN TASHKENT AREA SO THAT 
BUKHARA CAN BE ADDED TO PROGRAM, OR WHETHER FREE DAY 
SHOULD REMAIN AS SCHEDULE ABOVE, NAMELY IN NOVOSIBIRSK.

THAT FBR DISCUSSIONS SHOULD BE ADDED TO AGENDA AND FBR 
PROTOCLO AGREED AND ADOPTED. 

7. AS TO GIFTS FOR SOVIET OFFICIALS, IT WOULD BE AP- 
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PROPRIATE AND CUSTOMARY TO PROVIDE TOKEN GIFT TO EACH 
OF INDIVIDUALS MENTIONED IN PARAS 8 AND 9 BELOW, 

WITH QUALITY OF GIFT DECREASING IN PROTOCOL ORDER AS 
FOLLOWS: PETROSYANTS, SOVIET COMMISSION MEMBERS AND 
DIRECTORS OF INSTITUTES TO BE VISITED, SOVDEL THROUGH 
MYAKIN'KOV, SOVDEL FOLLOWING MYAKIN'KOV. AEC WILL BE 
BETTER ABLE THAN EMBASSY TO JUDGE WHAT IS AVAILABLE AT 
AEC THAT HAS SYMBOLIC VALUE (USUALLY A GOOD TEST OF 
SUITABILITY) FOR THE BETTER GIFTS, BUT SOVIETS ALSO AP- 
PRECIATE GIFTS WITH NOVELTY VALUE (DIGITAL LIQUID 
CRYSTAL CELSIUS DESK THERMOMETERS, FOR EXAMPLE), OR 
THOSE HAVING SOME INSTITUTIONAL RELATIONSHIP TO MEMBERS 
OF USDEL (AEC PAPERWEIGHTS, CUFFLINKS, OR OTHER ITEMS 
WITH AEC INSIGNIA OR MARKINGS). FOR LESSER GIFTS, RE- 
CORDS OF CONTEMPORARY JAZZ MUSIC, PICTORIAL BOOKS OF US 
SCENES OR CULTURE (CITY ARCHITECTURE, AMERICAN ART,
